NOTE: The addition of claim 1 1 and further adding claim 12 raises new issues that would require further 
consideration. The scope of the invention has been changed. Claims 2-9, 13-14 were not dependent on claims 11 and 12. 

Claim 12 was objected to because if the base material was and only was a lithium-containing metal oxide, a lithium containing 
chalcogenide compound or a carbon based material then no prior art was found. Claim 1 as written allows for the above but also allows 
for a metal, a lithium containing alloy, a sulfur-based compound, etc. Therefore the 35 USC 102 rejection would remain.
